New Constitution 

Malcolm Mnelhinald Installed As 
Governor Of Malayan Union 
And Singapore 

Rt. Hon. Maleoim MacDonald, 
former British High Commissioner 
Canada, was Installed as Governor- 
General of the Malnynn Union and 
Singapore. 

The ceremony took place In the 
same municipal council chamber 
where Japanese representatives signed 
surrender terms eight months ago. 

The Malay Sultans were not pres 
ent at the installation ceremony, nor 
did they send representatives. 

Mr. MacDonald is the first Gov¬ 
ernor-General of the Malayan Union 
and Singapore. A British White 
Fapcr Jan. 22 outlined a new con¬ 
stitution which provides for regroup¬ 
ing of the Malay states and the 
Straits Settlement into two admin¬ 
istrations •— a Malayan union and 
Singapore. 

The new constitution has aroused

The Dominion Council of Health, 
stressing the need for uniform basic 
regulations covering: control of the 
communicable diseases throughout 
Canada, has requested the Dominion 
Government to prepare standards for 
regulations which might be applied 
to all provinces, the Health and Wel¬ 
fare Department announced at Ot¬ 
tawa. 

The request was made following 
the council’s 40th annual meeting 
at Ottawa at which discussion also 
centred on the Inek of uniform pro¬ 
vincial legislation to determine re¬ 
sponsibility for payment for public 
assistance or institutional care. The 
Federal Department also was asked 
to consider a draft residence bill, pre¬ 
pared by a committee of provincial 
health officials under the chairman¬ 
ship of Dr. H. M. Cassidy of Toronto. 

The Dominion Council of Health 
consists of provincial deputy health 
ministers, representatives of French 
and English-speaking women and of 
labor. Dr. G. B. Chisholm, Dominion 
Deputy Health Minister, is chairman. 

Sir Wilson Janioson, chief medical 
officer of the British Health Ministry; 
Dr. J. B. Grant, of the Rockefeller 
Foundation, and Dr. W. A. McIntosh, 
of Toronto, Canadian representative 
of the Rockefeller Foundation's Inter¬ 
national Health Division, also attend¬ 
ed the meeting.

Strikes have taken place in a 
number of Canadian industries also, and .there appears to be a general 
move on the part of labor to improve wages and working conditions at this 
time. Under the democratic 1 system o^ government in which we believe, 
no one would deny the right of workers to strike for what they believe to 
be their rights, but it is an open question if there is a great need in many 
cases for drastic adjustment of Iftbof 'management relations.

Soil drifting has been serious in 
the drier parts of the Prairie Pro¬ 
vinces this spring. It should be 
recognized as evidence of the ever¬ 
present and growing menace of soil 
erosion. 

Confronted as we are with a 
world-wide demand for maximum 
food production, the experiences of 
this spring strongly emphasize our 
responsibility in getting at the roots 
of the soil erosion problem in 
Western Canada. This year, prairie 
farmers should remember the old 
proverb, “Coming events east their 
shadows before/' and be prepared to 
meet the challenge. Evil wir.ds 
have blown, and, as we know, they 
will blow again. 

Soil ♦drifting occurs chiefly on 
summcrfallow. According to recent 
estimates there will be some IS,500,- 
000 acres of summcrfallow in the 
three prairie provinces this summer. 
Unfortunately, moisture conditions 
are below normal in most districts. 
This means, of course, that the 
potential source of danger is both 
extensive and real. During tho 
coming earon summcrfallow prac¬ 
tices must be planned to ccntrol 
soil drifting. 4 * 

Two basic methods arc commonly 
used to prevent soil erosion by 
wind. The first of these includes 
such practices as tho roughening of 
the soil surface, ar.d the forming of 
a good trash cover 1 y surface 
cultivation or plough!?.*.-i fallow. The 
second method 13 t > increase the 
size of the soil aggregates by various 
cropping and tillage practices. Such 
favourable soil conditions, however, 
can only be obtained by the timely 
and careful use of the proper culti¬ 
vating implements. This year, farm¬ 
ers would be well advised to discuss 
all 'summcrfallow operations with 
their local Agricultural Representa¬ 
tive or Field Supervisor.

Farmers who find it necessary to 
serve twelve meals or more to their 
temporary hired help may apply to 
the wartime prices and trade board 
for what are called transient labor 
rations. 

Where the person hired by the 
farmer for extra work stays longer 
than two weeks, the farmer is auth¬ 
orized to make use of his employee’s 
ration book. In this way the em¬ 
ployee is considered a member of the 
household, and the farmer may use 
his meat, sugar-preserves and butter 
coupons as they become valid.

Scientists Say That Mice, Bugs And 
Other Pests Destroy Huge 
Quantities Of Grain 

World famine? Scientists say there 
is more than enough grain in the 
world to feed all hungry people— 
except for mice, bugs and other 
pests. 

The scientists reported to the 
United Nations Food and Agriculture 
Organization that rodents, insects, 
mice and fungi moulds destroy, after 
harvest, one-tenth of the 725,000,000 
tonR of cereals, peas, beans and oil 
seeds produced each year. 

Thus this year’s estimated loss of 
72,500,000 tons is more than seven 
times the 10,000,000 tons of wheat 
the world will be short this year. 

Rodents alone will eat 25,000,000 
tons and insects will destroy 36,250,- 
000 tons, the scientists said.

In Memory of 
W. D. Albright

It was in September 1901. almost 
45 years ago. Around a table, in the 
reading room of the Ontario Agricul¬ 
tural College sat half a dozen Fresh¬ 
men of the class of ’05. discussing 
the future, wondering what would 
happen when four years later they 
graduated and took the world in tow. 

Some were going back to the farm. 
Others would seek professional em¬ 
ployment. The late W.D. Albright 
was in the group. I recall his words: 
“I have”., said he, “great faith in the 
possibilities of practical agriculture.” 
He lived and died in the effort to 
make that faith bear fruit. It was 
his contribution to life in the land he 
loved so well. 

As a student he was exceptionally 
keen. He wanted to know the why 
of things. His life was a constant sea¬ 
rch for better ways. The course at 
the Ontario Agricultural College runs 
four years, the Associate course, two 
years. He finished his two years and. 
at the age of 21 became Hditor of the 
' Maritime Farmer". The east was a 
fresh field to him, he met its chall¬ 
enge with enthusiasm and left his im 
print there. 

During my own college life I had 
done some work for "The Farmers 
Advocate”, mainly reporting conven¬ 
tions, writing gossip from the O.O.C. 
One day I waB in London and called 
on John Weld, then manager of that 
publication. He asked me if I could 
name a man who might become ass- 
oclate editor, my reply was “W.D. Al¬ 
bright". Now it happened that Albri¬ 
ght in his second year had written 
a sharp criticism of the course at the 
O.A.C. coupled with suggestions for 
improvement. T have no idea of the 
wisdom of the criticism, he was only 
21 at the time. I mentioned it to him 
years later and he shrugged his shoul 
ders, laughed and said; "Oh yes, I 
knew much more then than I now."

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Military Aspects 
Of The Recent 
Muskox Trip

OTTAWA. — Deliberate emphasis 
bf civilian over military aspects of 
Ihe recent Operation Muskox has 
been given by defence officials here 
Shut there has been no lack of con¬ 
firmation for the Arctic expedition’s 
bhief finding—that large-scale invad¬ 
ing forces could deploy through the 
snowy tundra of that vast undefended 
aten. 

One authority asked to comment 
specifically on the military results 
of the 3,500-mile trek from Churchill, 
Man., through the Arctic Circle to 
Edmonton, frankly snid he thought 
the exercise had been “'embarrassed 
by too much publicity.” 

He declared the military aspect 
of the expedition had been given 
almost a sinister twist while the 
Interest of American observers by 
"irresponsible” speculation had made 
It appear that the United States was 
going to move in to assume a de¬ 
fensive role that was the sovereign 
responsibility of Canada. 

He referred to criticism of the 
intent of the exercises which has 
appeared in the Russian press and 
thought it might have resulted from 
bver-emphasis of American and Bri¬ 
tish participation. 

In the first place, he said, Canada 
Would not entertain criticism from 
any quarter for military investiga¬ 
tions carried out within her own 
borders and in the second place Rus¬ 
sian military attaches had an equal 
opportunity with British and United 
States officials to apply for a seat in 
one of the snowmobiles. In fact, 
Russian military men had gone to 
Churchill to study the expedition’s 
program and watch its start. 

There have been preliminary re¬ 
ports on the results of Muskox ex¬ 
pedition, but the final report embody¬ 
ing various phases of the exercise 
will not be released until August. 
This report, which may be disclosed 
in part through a press release, will 
touch on various subjects ranging 
from discipline to mechanical de¬ 
velopments. 

No further exercises, an official 
said, were planned for “some little 
time.'* 

Already, he said, the experts had 
reported on the mechanical troubles 
which had developed en route and 
suggestions had been blue-printed 
which would remove these problems 
in army vehicles used in subsequent 
Arctic manoeuvres. Suggestions for 
winter clothing improvements have 
also been embodied in practical plans 
already carried out. 

CHEQUES ON WAY 

Over Six Million Dollars Is Going To 
Barley Producers 

OTTAWA. — Payments totalling 
$0,106,932.94 are now being made to 
all producers who delivered barley 
either through country elevators or 
by farm-to-farm transactions in the 
crop year 1944-45, Trade Minister J. 
A. MacKinnon announced in the 
house here. 

The payment covers deliveries 
made between August 1, 1944 and 
July 31, 1945, inclusive. 

Approximately 155,000 cheques are 
involved covering total deliveries of 
80,435,781 bushels and the amount 
per bushel of the payment is 7.59 
cents, Mr. MacKinnon said. 

The amount involved in the pay¬ 
ments is the difference between the 
advance equalization payment and 
the equalization fees collected in re¬ 
spect of barley exported, after allow¬ 
ing for administration costs and esti¬ 
mated cost of making the payment. 

In the case of deliveries through 
country elevators the cheques are 
compiled through information sub¬ 
mitted to the wheat board by the 
handling companies. 

\^here producers made deliveries 
to more than one elevator separate 
cheques will be issued, one for each 
of the companies to whom deliveries 
were made. The cheques will be for¬ 
warded to the elevator companies for 
distribution when completed, but 
cheques covering the farm-to-farm 
transactions will be distributed by 
mail from the offices of the board. 

ELECTRICALLY RUN 

British Company Perfecting Car To 
Run 50 Miles Per Hour 

LONDON. — An electrically-run 
automobile capable of 50 miles an 
hour is being perfected by a leading 
British motor manufacturing com¬ 
pany working with an electrical en¬ 
gineering firm, The Daily Telegraph 
reported.

Problems Of 
Distribution Of 
Consumer Goods 


OTTAWA. — Representatives of 
Canadian industrial organizations 
and government agencies engaged 
during the war in regulating distri¬ 
bution of consumer goods, decided to 
send a delegation to the Boston con-1 
ference on distribution in October as 
a first step in a combined attack on 
distribution problems in Canada.
